Transfiguration of Our Lord 

February 13 & 14, 2010 
"Transformed into His Likeness" 

"And we, who with unveiled faces all reflect the Lord's glory, ore being transformed into His likeness." 

2 Corinthians 3:1-4:2 

We overuse the word "amazing" in this culture, and we have completely lost the old sense of wonder at the 
root of the word wonder-ful. But we need words like that to speak of the glory of the Lord and of His Word. 
The Word, written in stone for Moses, was so wonder-ful that the people could not look at it; it blinded them. 
They could not look at Moses when he revealed it. It was too fearfully wonderful and awesome. They had to 
cover their faces, as we cover our eyes on a sunny day in order to see. But a great miracle has happened since 
then. Since Christ came to earth, in all His glory, since His Spirit comes to us when we turn to him, we can turn 
our uncovered faces to His light. It is permitted. God in His mercy permits us to see and live. We have been 
given both permission and protection. Because of Christ, we can see His Word, His law, clearly, without fear. 
And in our bare faces we can reflect the glory of God himself; we are gradually glorified. And that is amazing! 

Then Paul throws in the "therefore." Therefore what? As we minister to each other and to the world, we 
can be confident, we can be open. We have nothing to hide. "We do not use deception, nor do we distort the 
word of God. " 

In this present perverse age, what stronger reminder do we need that the Word is perfect, as it is. It re- 
veals the will and majesty of God, as it is. It is merciful, as it is. It works to glorify believers, as it is. And we 
are true witnesses, believable, if we preach the Word as it is. 

Thank you Lord, for the glory of your Word. May we never diminish it to our neighbors. May we never 
disregard or disrespect it. May it glow among us in its full glory, that we may one day, fully glorified, enter 
into an eternity of glory with thee. Amen -Chris Goble
